As to our ſelves, whom he has 
made Lords of this lower World, and of a Nature exalted 
much above all other Creatures here below; tho God has 
been pleas'd to give us Dominion over the Works of, Hes . 
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and to put all things under our feet, Pſal. 8.6. yet even we 
are not conſcious of any Power or Sufficiency in us, 
whereby we cou'd at firſt have made, or are now able to 
ſuſtain our ſelves, or continue our Exiftence even for one 
moment. If then we and all things depend fo intirely 
and immediately upon the Almighty Power and Goodneſs 
of God for our Being and Preſeryation (which are doubt- 
leſs in us the Foundation of all our Enjoyments ; for in 
order to be happy, we muſt firſt be) *tis highly reaſonable 
that we ſhould, even from this ſingle Conſideration, ac- 
knowledg that we owe all the Delights and Satisfactions 
of our Lives, and all our Bleſſings to his Bounty, who 
has made us, and furniſh'd us with Powers and Faculties, 
which fit us to receive ſuch a Variety of grateful Senſa- 
tions and Perceptions, when he might have made us no 
better than Stocks and Stones. To the ſame unmeaſur'd 
Bounty and Goodneſs we owe the rich and plentiful Har- 
veſt of good things, with which all Nature is laden, for 
our Uſe and Comfort. Which way ſoever we turn our 
eyes, we ſee all things with great ſubmiſſion addreſs them- 
ſelves to us, as having dominion over 'em; and offi- 
cioully preſent us with a beautiful Variety of Delights 
and Pleaſures, together with their beſt Services, which 
all make for our Uſe and Happineſs, and are ſo many 
bright Inftances of the boundleſs Goodneſs of our com- 
mon Creator. 

But neither is our great Creator's Beneficence and 
Kindneſs to be confin'd within even theſe extenſive Li- 
mits : He has not only furniſh'd us with large and noble 
Faculties, and provided, even to profuſion, for the grate- 
ful Entertainment of each of 'em; but left we ſhould, 
thro the Folly or Wickedneſs either of our ſelves or o- 
thers, be made miſerable in the midft of this vaſt Con- 
fluence of the moſt ſuitable Delights and Pleaſures, he 
has reſerv'd to Himſelf the ſupreme Direction and Super- 
intendency over all things in Heaven, above and on the 


Earth beneath; that the Order and Beauty of this vaſt 


Machine, and the comfortable Subſiſtence and Happineſs 
of Mankind, might not be too much difturb'd by the 
wild Caprice or Malice, or the Miftakes and Ignorance 
of Men or Devils. For our Safety and Happineſs, he 
has made his Angels Spirits, and his Miniſters a Flame of Fire, 
Hieb. 1. 7- and given them charge over the _— of 
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Mankind, and plac'd them as Guards about us; but 


where their Power is not ſufficient, he frequently inter- 


poſes his own Almighty Power, and in great Mercy ap- 
28 for us himſelf. Sometimes he defeats all the well- 
aid Deſigns of his Peoples Enemies, by the Miniftra- 
tion of Angels ſpecially commiſſion'd for that purpoſe; 
ſometimes he blaſts all their moſt certain Hopes, juſt as 
Fry are ready to take place, with the powerful Breath of 
is own Noftrils ; Tea, he ſent out his Arrows, and ſcat- 
ter d them; and he ſhot out Lightnings, and diſcomfited them 
Then the Channels of Waters were ſeen, and the Foundations of 


' the World were diſcover d; at thy Rebuke, O Lord, at the blaſt 


of the Breath of thy Noſtrils. Pal. 18. 14, 15. When we 
have been encompaſs'd about on every fide with powerful 
Enemies, and could ſee nothing but thick Clouds hang- 
ing over our Heads, threatning unavoidable Ruin and 
Deſolation ; when ſome ſecretly have ſet their Snares to 
catch us, and others thought, by open Violence, to de- 
ſtroy and utterly cut us off; the Lord has brought all 
their ſecret Counſels to light, and deliver'd us out of 
the hands of the Wicked: he has made the black Clouds 
of Miſchief, which they had blown together, to burſt up- 
on their own Heads, and caus d the Enemies of our 
Peace and Safety to fall by their own wicked Counſels,

The Scriptures furniſh us with numberleſs Inſtances of 
the wonderful Works of God in favour of his People; 


thereby aſſuring us, that *tis he who permits the de- 
| troying Angels to go forth, and the lying Spirits into 
the Mouth of all the Prophets, to deceive and infatuate 


the Nations he deſigns either to deſtroy or chaſtiſe, or in 


whom he is willing to work ſome ſtronger Convictions 


of his mighty Power and wiſe Providence; and that *tis 
He alone who can reſtrain their Power, and make the lying 
Lips be clos'd in ſilence, Pſal. 31. 18. and put his Hook in 
the Noſe, and his Bridle in the Lips of the proud Adverſa- 
ries, who boaft themſelves in Wickedneſs, and frame Miſ- 
chief by a Law; who gather themſelves together againſt the 
Soul of the Righteous, and condemn the innocent Blood : He 
Lord will bring upon them their own Iniquity, and ſhall cut 
them off in their own Wickedneſs 5 yea, the Lord our God ſhall 
cut them off. Pſal. 94. 20 — 23. For, Behold he breaketh 


down, and it cannot be built again; he looſeth the Band of 


Kings, 
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tions, and deſtrozeth them: Job 12. 14, 18, 21, 22, 23. 
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Kings, and girdeth their Loins with a Girdle; he poureth Con- 
tempt upon Princes, and weakneth the. ſtrength of the Mighty; 
be diſcovereth deep things out of Darkneſs ; be increaſeth the Me

removeth Kings, and ſetteth up Kings, Dan. 2. 21. and maketh 
them know, that God ruleth in Jacob, and _ unto the ends of the 
Earth, Pſal. 59. 13. and that every Bleſſing, and every 
Enjoyment, all our Succeſſes, and all our eliverances, 
are entirely owing to his, boundleſs Power, and Wiſdom, 
and Goodneſs, For all which I obſerve, 


II. In the next place, That we ought to return him 
our hearty and unfeigned Thanks, and be continually 
found praiſing God for all his Benefits: This ſure I need 
not much inlarge upon, after what I have already ſaid; 
the bare ſetting forth (tho in a ſhort and imperfect man- 
ner) the wonderful Goodneſs and Mercy of the Pimighty, 
can't but have warm'd your Hearts with ſuch Tranſports 
of Joy, as can be known only to, thoſe who feel them; 
and ftrongly diſpoſe you, with all Humility and Reve- 
rence, to proftrate your ſelves before his glorious Maje- 
ky, and offer him your whole Hearts and Lives, toge- 
ther with the moſt rais'd and fervent; Adorations and 
Praiſes; which are all ſhort of his Due, ſo vaſtly ſhort 
and below his Dignity, that 1t is an infinite addition, to 
his former Benefits, that He who /tretcherb out the North 
over the empty Place, and hangeth the, Earth upon nothing, Job 
26. 7. and who bumbleth himfelf, to behold ; the things that are 
in Heaven, Pſal. 113. 6. Will fuffer us to offer, and con- 
deſcend himſelf to accept of ſuch Trifles at our hands, 
and declare too, that even with ſuch. Sacrifices he is 
well-pleas'd. If the Angels themſelves, thoſe pure Spi- 
rits, veil their Faces in the Preſence, of the . Almighty, 


and the Heaven of Heavens is not pure in his fight; it 


muſt fill us with-aftoniſhment, to conſider, that we are 
permitted to take his Sacred Name into our polluted 
Lips; and that He, whom the Heaven of Heavens cannot 
contain, takes delight to inhabit the Praiſes: of his Peo- 
ple.

| th : ': 03 £92534 Wa 
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was confer'd on our Forefathers, in that ſignal Delive- 
rance from the Pomder- Plot, above a hundred Years ago 
which as it has been conftantly commemorated now for 
above one Age, ſo may it continue to be remember'd for 
Ages to come, to the Honour of our God and Saviour, 
and the laſting Infamy of the vile Conſpirators, and their 
wicked Principles. From the beſt and moſt authentick 
Accounts of thoſe times, it appears to have been as foul a 
[Conſpiracy as ever was hatch'd in Hell or Rome, big with 
Horror and black Deftrution, King James I, himſelf 
ſays *,. The horrible and fearful Cruelty of their Device, was 
not only for the Deſtruction of his own Perſon, Wife and Poſte- 
rity, but of the whole Body of the State in general ; wherein 
ſhould neither have been ſpar'd, or Diſtinct ion made of Age, nor 
Sex, nor Condition : The whole Nobility, the whole Reverend 


Clergy, Biſhops, and moſt part of the good Preachers, the moſt 


part of the Knights and Gentry, without regard to even thoſe 
who were favourable to their own Profeſſion: The whole 
Judges of the Land, &c. And as the Wretch himſelf, that is 
m the Tower, doth confeſs, it was purpoſely devis'd by them 
fo be done in this Houſe, that where the cruel Laws ( as they ſay ) 
were made againſt their Religion, both Place and Perſons ſhould 
'all be deſftroy'd and blown up at once. And who can conceive 
what Horror and Confuſion muft have enſu'd ? the Inftru- 
ments of this Cruelty being reſoly'd to follow this firſt 
Blow, to the entire Extirpation of all the Proteſtants : 
for as the King obſerves, they did not ſo much as pretend 
that any thing put them upon their barbarous Deſign, 
but the Intereſt and Eftabliſhment of their Religion, 
which they think is never ſafe, ſo long as there is one Pro- 
teſtant alive in the World. But herein did the Goodneſs 
and Mercy of God appear, that when things were brought 
to a Cxiſis, all ready, and the time very near when the 
fatal Blow was to be given, the Lord of Hofts render'd 
the whole Deſign abortive, by bringing to light thoſe 
dark Counfels which had hitherto been cover'd with 
Night, and thoſe who were to have been the principal 
Actors in the wicked Tragedy to a deſery'd Puniſhment. 
It's true, the Perſons diſcover'd and puniſh'd were but 
few, and they ſo hardy and ſo well manag'd by the 
Priefts, that it could not be expected they would make 
any Diſcovery. But how grateful this Attempt was to the 
whole Church of Rome, and how far it may be charg'd 
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upon her, is eaſy booed from the Honours they pay to 
er'd for it. Father Pa. ſons, a Man 


the Traitors who ſu 
of high Efteem at Rome, ſays of Garnet *, That he ſuffer d 
unjuſtly, that he liv'd a Saint's Life, and accompliſh'd the ſame 
with a happy Death, dying in defence of Fuſtice. And Ribade- 
netra f, in a Book publiſh'd by Authority, reckons Garnet, 
Southwell, Oldcorn, &c. Martyrs of the Society of Feſuits ; and 


he calls Campian, a glorious _ of Chriſt, This there- - 


fore, with a large Catalogue of other Treaſons, is juſt- 
ly charg'd on that Antichriftian Church; from whoſe 
cruel Power and bloody Violence, continue, O Lord, in 
thy infinite Goodneſs to ſave us. | „„

inſtead of the ſenſleſs Legends and Traditions, the lying 
Miracles of ignorant and wicked Prieſts; which had like 


to have been, and, if ever Popery prevails here, will in- 


evitably be impos'd upon us; when Racks, and Gibbets, 


and Inquiſitions will be thought wholeſom Severities, for the 


Inſtruction of thoſe who ſhall be known to ſpeak other» 


_ wiſe than theſe blind Guides ſhall direct. 


_ Theſe, in the general, are the Fruits of that ever- me- 
morable Deliverance, and the happy Conſequencesof that 
neceſſary Reſiſtance which was then made; and it's very 
ſtrange, that after above twenty Years Experience and 
Enjoyment of theſe mighty Bleſſings, any ſhould ſo much 
long for the Onions, and Leeks, and Garlike of Egypt, as 


to deſire to return thither again, or take any meaſures 
to caft black and odious Colours upon his late Majefty ang 


the ſaid Revolution, *Tis hardly credible there ſbould

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be any ſuch; but ſo it is, we have of late ſeen too ma- 
ny mungrel Proteftants (for it ſeems ſocthey would be 
call'd) who growt and ſnarl at all theſe mighty Benefits, 
and fly in the face of their Deliverer.

be neceſſary to refreſh our Memories with a ſhort. View 
of the Poſture of Affairs before the Revolution; where 


by we may ſee the Danger we were in, the Greatneſs: of 
our Happineſs in being deliver'd, the Juſtice and Ho- 


nour of the Means made uſe of to that End, and the groſs: 


Stupidity and Ingratitude of all ſuch Enemies to England, 
to Religion, and indeed to Mankind, as either directly 


or indirectly caſt diſhonourable Reflections on the Deli-

hand in that glorious Work. ET e u e nit 

Even during the Reign of K. Charles II. the French 
Court found out means, by the help of the Duke of 
Tork, and a corrupt Miniſtry, to draw that Prince into a 

rivate League, to bring England under the intolerable 
Yoke of Popery and Arbitrary Power. The truth of this 
is too evident to be deny'd ; for the Abbot Primi, who 
receiv'da Penfion from Monſieur Colbert, to collect and 
publiſh his Memoirs, ſays, in ſo many words +, That 
the Dutcheſs of Orleans, Siſter to King Charles, croſs'd o- 


verance it ſelf, or on any that were ſo happy as to have a 


ver to England in 1690. and inthe name of the inoſt Chriſtian 


King, made a Propoſal to her Royal Brother, of inſuring to him 
an abſolute Authority .over his Parliament, and- re-eſtabliſhing 
the Catholick Religion in the three Kingdoms of England, Scot- 
land and Ireland: and that in order thereunto, there was 
a neceſſity above all things of lowering the Pride and Power of the 
Dutch. And if the French Court had not taken care to 


ſuppreſs a great part of the Abbot's Collections, we 


ſhould probably have had a fuller Account of that Mat- 
ter, and how it ſacceeded. However, one that writes 
ſome Remarks on the Life and Conduct of the Dutcheſs, 
who had heen employ'd in that Affair, and which he 
publiſh'd at Cologn, 1680. ſays exprefly, that ſhe || pre- 
vail d with her Brother to enter into a ſtridt Alliance with the 
French King, to ſubdue Holland, and extirpare Hereſy. But 
King Charles being a Prince who lov'd his Eaſe, and 
withal ſeem'd not heartily ingag'd in the Deſign, there is 
all imaginable reaſon to think they took meaſures to re- 
move him, to make room for a Prince of more Zeal for

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his Religion, and who they kneu would ſtick at nothing 
to eftabliſh it, and make it univerſal. This caus'd my 
Lord Ruſſel to ſay in his laſt Speech, I did and do ſtill believe: 


Popery is breaking in upon this Nation, and that thoſe tbat ad. 
vance it will flop at nothing to carry on their Deſign. And he 


afterwards ſays, that this was the reaſon why he engag'd 
effec- 


ſo heartily to carry the Bill f Excluſion, as the moſt 
tual way to ſecure our Religion and Liberties: but that 
juſt and honourable Attempt fail'd, and God was pleas'd to 


ſhew his Power and Goodneſs in a more extraordinary 
manner. CCC | | 
All Europe knew that the whole Life of the Duke of York 
was one continu'd Conſpiracy againft the Reform'd Re- 
ligion, and the Rights of the Nation. For who was it 
contriv*d the burning of London? Who was it procur'd 
the ſcandalous Confederacy with France, and unjuſt War 
with Holland? Who fomented the Popiſh Plot, and had 
no ſmall ſhare in the Murder of Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, 
and ſuborn'd Witneſſes to ſwear the Patriots of our Re- 
ligion and Liberties. out of their Lives? Who was it 
that procur d execrable Villains to aſſaſſinate the Earl of 
Eſjex in the Tower, and came thither in Perſon, where he 
had not been for near fifteen Years before, that the 
Work might be effectually done; and then took care to 
ſend word to the Old Bail), that the Eart had cut his own 
Throat, that this might be improv'd againſt the Lord 
Ruſſel, who was then upon his Trial; and accordingly 
was condemn'd, and murder'd for alledg'd Crimes, which, 
if all. had been true that was ſworn againſt him, cou'd 
not by Law have reach'd his Life? But his Affection and 


Zeal for the Proteſtant Religion and the Liberty of his 


Country, were Crimes ſufficient in thoſe days. For theſe 
the Honourable Col. Sidney was ſoon after illegally put to 
death, by the ſame Violence, and upon the Depoſition of 
one ſcandalous Witneſs, And that my Lord Shaftsbury 
eſcap'd their Violence, was owing to an honeſt Engliſh 
Grand jury; which, notwithſtanding the whole Bench of 
Judges ſat in Court to influence the matter, bravely re- 
turn'd Ignoramus upon the Bill, to the general Satisfaction 
of the Nation, and great Diſappointment of its Enemies: 
who, that they might not be baulk'd in any ſuch Deſign 
for the future, and might have the power in their own 
hands, of. making ſuch Sheriffs, Juries, and Parliaments, 
too, as wou'd ſerve their turn, firft depriv'd this City of 

| its 
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its antient Charter and all its Privileges at once, and ren - 


der d the Magiſtracy intirely dependent on the Court, by 
a ridiculous Luo arranto; and then found it an eaſy mat - 
ter to rob any other Corporations, which were not ſo able 
to ſtand a Trial with ſuch powerful Antagoniſts. | 

I mention theſe things, to ſhew what a diſmal Condi- 
tion we were in, and how reſolv'd our Enemies were to 
carry their Deſign, and how juſt the Fears and Outcries 
againſt Popery and Slavery then were. And tho theſe 
things were tranſacted during the Life of King Charles, 
they are not foreign to our purpoſe, becauſe every body 
knew who was the chief Actor, and to whoſe account they 
are juſtly plac c. . 


But when King James came tothe Crown, Popery and 
Slavery appear d more 'openly than before, and our Dan- 
gers increas'd upon us; as they ever did, and ever will, 
when Popiſh or French Counſels prevail in England. And 
what cou'd be expected from him, to whom Father Le 
Chaiſe, the French King's Confeſſor (in a Letter to Coleman) 


ſays, the moſt: Chriftian King had offer'd, That if be 


wou d undertake to diſſolve the Parliament, he wou'd afſiſt him 
with his Power and Purſe, to procure ſuch a one afterwards, as 
might be favourable to their Deſigns? And of whom Coleman 
in a Letter to Father Le Chaiſe ſays, We have bere a mighty 
Work upon our hands, no leſs than the Converſion of three King- 
doms ; and. by that perhaps the ſubduing of 4 peſtilent Hereſy, 
which has domineer d over a great part of the Northern World a 
long time. There were never ſuch Hopes of Succeſs ſince the Days 


of Queen Mary, as now in our Days; when God has given wa 


Prince, who is become (may I ſay, to a Miracle) zealous of being 
the Author and Inftrument of ſo glorious a Work *, And he aſ- 
ſures the Pope's Internuncio, That to promote the Intereſt of 
the Catholick Party, was the principal Object of his Mafter's 
Care and Affection 7. 5 | 
King Fames's conſtant Application to the Glorious Work, 
as tis call'd,. thro his whole Life, ſufficiently proves that 
he continu'd ever ſtedfaſt to the ſame Maxims and Prin- 
ciples. However, upon his Brother's Death, in his 
Speech to the Council he commended the Principles of 
the. Church of England, and promis'd to preſerve the 
Conſtitution in Church and State as by Law eftabliſh'd ; 
„ Collection of Letters, &c. relating to the Popiſh Plot, publi{h'd by 
A the 3 Commons. 168 1. Fart 1. p. 117, 118. 
: which 


ſuperſeded and prohibited 5 the- Statutes againſh. Correſpondence 
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which Promiſe he repeated and confirm'd by Oath at his 
Coronation, tho by his Actions it did not appear that he 
ever thought of it afterwards. They who had been too 
active in looking into the Popiſh Plot, ſoon felt his Diſ- 
pleaſure; and one of the early Acts of his Reign, was to 
ſacrifice innocent Proteſtant Blood to the offended Ghoſts 
of thoſe who had ſuffer'd for it. That Worthy Gentleman 
Mr. Corniſh, when Sheriff of London, had acted like an ho- 
neſt Engliſhman, reſolv'd to do his Duty to his Country; for 
which they wou'd never forgive him. The Hardſhip and 
Injuſtice done him was ſo great, as provok'd very ſevere 
Cenſures from the generality of the People; and King 


. James himſelf, ſome time after, ſhew'd he cou'd not eaſily 
rid his Conſcience of the Load which lay upon it on that 


account. But tho that Gentleman ſuffer d a Death in it 
ſelf ignominious, his Memory will be honourable to all 
true Engliſhmen, while they ſhall remember with abhor- 
rence all ſuch as had any band in it. 1 
Many of the illegal Proceedings of King James's Reign 
are ſo well thrown together in the Memorial of the Church 
of England, preſented” to the Prince and Princeſs of 0- 
range, that inſtead of drawing up any account of em from 


3 my own Collections, I have tranfcrib'd ſo much of that 


Memorial as may ſerve to give yow a true, but. a very 
frightful Idea of our ſad Condition before the Reyolution.

"a5 Subjects had no Right, but what depends on the King's Wil 


and Pleaſure. The Militia put into the: hands of; Perſons nat qua- 
lify'd h Law, and a Popiſh mercenary Army maintain d in the 


Kingdom in time of Prace, abſolutely contrary to Law. The Exe- 


cution' of the Law againſt [ſeveral bigh Crimes and Miſdemeanors, 
with

:. fuſpended ;* whereby four foreign. Biſhops, who fliled . themſelves 
- Vicars Apoſtolical, were ſuffer'd and countenanc'd in. invading

Fuftice thoſe Fudges are diſplac'd, who dare. acquit them whom 
the King would have condemn d; as happen d to the Fudges Powel 
and Holloway, for acquitting the ſeven Biſhops. Liberty of chu- 
Jing Members of Parliament (notwithſtanding all the care taken, 
and proviſion made iy Lam on that behalf) wholly taken away by 
Quo Warranto's Jerv'd' againſt Corporations. All things car- 
55 on in open view for the Propagation and Growth. of Popery ; 
for which the Courts of England and France have ſo long jointly 
labour d, with ſo much Application and Earneſtneſs. - 
Theſe are ſome of the chief Acts of Violence offer'd to 
our Religion and Liberties in that unhappy Reign; not to 
mention the many particular Inftances that theſe general 
Heads refer to, the illegal and corrupt Juries obtain d, the 
ſeyere and unjuſt Proſecutions, arbitrary Fines, Impriſon- 
ments, and otheri barbarous:Puniſhments, awing and in- 
ſtuencing Elections, and violent impoſing Sheriffs upgn this 
City.

maſt endearing Tie become ſo 2 — Ths, Sir, is that irreſiſtible 
and only Cauſe, that cou'd come in competition with my Duty and 
Obligation to your. Majeſty, aud be able to tear me from you. And 


indeed all the World well knows, that nothing but the 


higheſt Neceſſity, the ſuperiour Obligations to God, to 
her Religion, and the Preſeryation of the Freun of 
her native Country and of all Europe, cou'd have ſuper- 
ſeded the natural Affection her Majeſty ever bore to the 
King, and which eminently ſhew'd it ſelf, as on all other 
oceaſions, ſo particularly in that pathetick Letter ſhe left 
for the then Queen, when ſhe went from Court, attended 
by the late Biſhop of London and Earl of Dorſet, to Noiting- 
ham, and thence to Oxford, where Prince George met her 
with a Detachment. of the Prince of Orange's Forces to 
protect her.

riouſly reigns? Her Majeſty muſt needs look upon this as 


a malicious Reflection, aim'd at her ſelf, for one of the 
greateſt Actions of her whole Life, and as à full Diſco- 
very how little all the faithleſs Profeſſions this ſort of 
Men make of their Affections and Zeal to Her and the 
Proteftant Succeſſion, are to be regarded. But all their 
pernicious Deſigns ſhall ſoon be blaſted; for, Behold / I 
am againſt them that propheſy falſe Dreams, ſaith the Lord, and 
do tell them, and cauſe my People to err by their Hes and by their 
Lightreſs ; yet I ſent them not, nor commanded them: Jer. 33. 
22. For they ſpeak nat Peace, but they deviſe deceitful matters 
againſt them that are quiet in the Land; Pſal. 35. 20.1 

But now that I may animate you to greater Thankful- 
neſs, and give yon, if poſſible, yet a deeper Senfe of the 
Miſeries from which we have been deliver'd: that I may 
contribute ſomething toward the Information of ſuch as 
do not know the Papiſts and their Religion ſo well as they 
ought (for many now entertain very favourable Notions 
of 'em, and think they are miſrepreſented, becauſe they 
have aſſurance enough to deny what's charg'd upon 'em :) 
And withal, that I may raiſe in you a juſt Apprehenſion 
of the Danger we are always in, more or leſs, from Po- 
pery ; Iwill here give you a brief View of ſome of their 
Dottrines and Practices. The Fathers of the Reforma- 
tion, in the Homilies ſet forth by Authority, and which 
the whole Clergy: of England ſubſcribe to at their Ordina- 
tion, fay expreſly, That the Church of Rome Þ has been for 
the ſpace of nine hundred Tears and odd, ſo far wide from the 
Nature of the true Church, that nothing can be more, And af- 
terwards, Al they which have any Light of God's Word muſt 
needs confeſs, we may well, conclude — that the Biſhops of Rome 
and their Adherents, are not the true Church of Chriſt, &c. 
What then can be the meaning of thoſe who make ſuch a 
noiſe about deriving Orders from this pretended Church, 
and cry out of the Inſignificancy and Uſelefineſs of all 
things elſe without ſuch Orders? To vindicate them- 
ſelves in this, they now indeed venture to affert the 
Church of Rome is a true Church: But have they forgot 
the Homilies they ſubſcrib'd ? Have they never read 
em? Or are they notwithftanding at liberty to diſown 
and contradict 'em? What can be their Deſign, in taking 
ſo much pains to eſtabliſh the Truth of that Church, from

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which they are ſeparated, and which curſes them as dam? 
nable Schiſmaticks and Hereticks, who unleſs they re- 
turn to Rome can never be ſav'd? What can they deſign 
but this ren natural and neceſſary Conſequence, viz. the 
Subverſion of the Church of England 2 Which may God, 
in much Goodneſs, ſupport and defend againft all the At- 
tempts of Popery, and in his due time, and in the gentleſt 
manner, purge from any Errors or Corruptions, which 
may leſſen the Perfection of its Beauty or Holineſs. _ 
That they may the more eaſily impoſe on us their 
monſtrous Opinions, inftead of the things taught in the 
Goſpel, the Papiſts diſallow even the uſe of the Goſpel 
it ſelf, and fill the Peoples Hands with Accounts of 
lying Miracles and Legends of their pretended Saints, 
to whom they are taught to pay Divine Honours, tho 
their Memory is execrable to all good Men. Their 
Prayers are always repeated in an unknown Tongue; 
the People are depriv'd of the Cup in the Sacrament ; 
and in direct oppofition to the Scripture, which ſays, 
Heb. 10. 10. that the Body of Chriſt was offer'd once for all, 
and one Sacrifice for Sins for ever, ver. 12. they teach, that 
even that imperfe& Sacrament is a real Sacrifice expia- 
tory of Sin; which bold Error ſome are endeavouring to 
revive at this day in England. But as that Church is ab- 
ſolutely under the Direction of the Prieſts, and ſeveral 
Orders of Religious, ſo moſt of the Innovations and 
Corruptions are ſuch as tend to advance their Power and 
Intereſt: Thus they impoſe on all a firm Perſuaſion of 
the Pope's Univerſal Authority over all Churches and 
States in the World, making him the ſole; and infallible 


Judg in all Affairs. They urge the neceſſity of Auricu- 


lar Confeſſion and Abſolution, without which, as ſome 
here in England ha ve unaccountably begun to teach, even 
God and Chriſt cannot pardon, nor any Man be ſav'd. 
They pretend that God has committed to them a power 
of impoſing certain Scourgings, or other ridiculous Pe- 
nances, which are effectual to expiate Sins confeſs'd; and 
theſe Penances are made heavier: or lighter, as the Sin- 
ner is able to pay his Confeſſor, who will ſometimes im- 
poſe no other Penance but a pecuniary Fine. They like - 
wiſe have power, if you dare believe them, to grant In- 
dulgences, whereby all Crimes in general, for any Term 
of Time, are forgiven beforehand; and theſe have been 
granted to ſome for ſeveral thouſand Years to come. 
534 e 2 Thus. 
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Thus Pope John XXII. granted geooco Years pardon for 


all deadly Sins, to every Man that ſhould repeat three 


certain Prayers, which are written in the Chappel of the 


Holy Croſs at Rome (a). the ſame ſtamp with theſe 
is that gainful Doctrine of 4{ urgatory, and praying - for 
the Dead; which has likewiſe been lately pleaded for by 
a pretended fort'of Proteftants, 165 | 

Add to this, that the Pope pretends to a Power of 
ſetting up, or depoſing Kings er Princes, according to 
his own Will and Pleaſure, which he always afferts in 


thoſe many Bulls which have been publiſh'd from time 


to time by his Authority: And Browns, a Writer of their 
own (5), gives us a Catalogue of about thirty Kings and 
Princes, whohad been depos'd, or by ſolemn Anathema's 
curs'd hy the Popes ; and he cites above a hundred of 
their learned Men, in vindication of this extravagant 
Power, which by ſome of the Popes has been carry'd to 
a- very extraordinary height indeed. Alexander III. trod 
upon the Neck of the Emperor frederick Barbaroſſa, and 
repeated theſe words of the Pfalmift, Thou ſhalt tread upon 
the Lion and Adder, &c. And Celeſtine III. put a Crown on. 


the Head of the Emperor Hemy IV. and immediately, to 


ſhew his A#thority, 'kick'd it off again. Another very 
extravagant Power which the Pope claims, and; is by all 
of that Chur ch believ'd tobe polieſs'd of, and which is of 
the moſt pernicious Confequence, is that of diſpenſing) 
with all manner of Oachs and Obligations; ſo that one 
can never depend upon any Roman Catholicks, whatever 
Ties they are under: for beſides the many ba ſe Equivo- 
cations they are full of, by their ſtanding publick Rules 
and Laws ; as if «a Man ſwear to another with his Mouth, and 
does not intend with bis Mind to ſwear; or if he ſwear in- 
con ſiderately; or if be lay under an antecedent Obligation, which 
be had no power to diſpenſe with; or if he ought not to have 
(worn without the Pope's leavez or if the Perſon to whom he 


But even in Caſes where Oaths do generally oblige, the

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Pope is believ'd to have power to diſſolve thoſe Obliga- 


tions, and has frequently done it too. I remember one 
remarkable Inftance in the Hiſtory of Hungary : Uladiſlaus 
had made a Peace with the Turks for ten Years ; the 
King, ſwore upon the Goſpel, and the Tur upon his Alcoran, 
faithfully to obſerve they Treaty. However, the Pope's 
Legate diſſolv'd the Oath, and oblig'd the King to in- 
vade the Turk, Upon which, Amurath engaging the Chriſ- 
tian Army, and in danger of ling the Day, pulls out of 
his Boſom the Treaty of Peace, and looking upwards, ſays, 


This, O Chriſt, is the League which thy Chriflians made with 


me, ſwearing to it by thy Name / If thou be a God, avenge the 
Injury they have done both Thee and me. Which words were 


hardly atter'd, before the Battel turn'd in his Favour ; 


and the King, with the Pope's Legate, and the chief Au- 
thors of the Treachery, were defiroy'd in a miſerable 
manner: God ſeeming thereby ta ſhew, that Oaths and 
Treaties are to be kept ſacred even with Enemies. 

As to the Idolatry of this Antichriſtian Church, it 


vies even with that of antient Rome in the time of its 


Heatheniſm: for Prayers are not only made to Saints 
and Angels for Grace, Pardon of Sins, Deliverance from 
all Evils, and for eternal Life; but the whole Book of 
Pſalms is bla ſphemouſlſy perverted, and every thing there 
ſaid of or to the Eternal God, is apply'd to the Virgin 
Mary. The higheſt Acts of Adoration are paid to an 
inanimate Wafer, and to every. common pettoral Croſs 
and Agnus Dei, or Picture of a Crucifix; towhich, at the 
Conſecration, they pray, that God would (a) impart Hea- 
venly Virtue and Grace; and after Conſecration the Rubrick 


orders, that the Biſhop, kneeling before it, ſhall devout- 


ly adore it and kiſs it, And that they believe ſome extraor- 
dinary power to be in the Holy Crols, is evident from 


this, that they pray to it in theſe words (0): Thou Chriſ- 


tian's Health, ſave thoſe that are well, and cure the Sich. 
Numberleſs other Inſtances might be given, which I am 
forc'd for brevity-ſake to omit. But tho theſe Corrup- 
tions are ſo great and intolerable in themſelves, tis a 
mighty addition to all the reſt, that they are ever rigidly 
7 'd upon all Perſons; for the Pa piſts require, in all 


People, a blind Ohedience to their Superiours ; it being 


a Rule, that if the Church or Pope affirms that to be

Senſes, in oppoſition to ſuch Determinations, even of the 


moſt: (c) fooliſh Superiour, they are all under ſtrict Oaths 
and Obligations to oblige and force ſuch to Submiſſion, 
whether Kings or Subjects, by Puniſhments, and Penal- 
ties, and the ſevereſt Proceedings: particularly all the 
Jeſuits in the World are enter'd into Covenant, to deftroy, by a- 


ny means, all Heretical Kings; nor do they doubt of doing it efe. 


feuaily, ſo long as one Feſuit remains in the World (d). But 
of this there need be no greater Confirmation, than the 


ſeveral barbarous Perſecutions and inhuman Maſſacres 
they have ſo often ſet on foot in many Parts of the 


World, in which numberleſs multitudes have been de- 
ſtroy'd by various Tortures and cruel Deaths, befides 
great numbers in their bloody Inquiſitions, in Dungeons 

and Gallies. Theſe have been ſome of the Methods 
which Papiſts have taken to eftabliſh themſelves, and root 


out Hereſy; and therefore be not deceiv'd by any fair 


Speeches, but aſſure your ſelves, that wherever they pre- 
vail, they will always go on in the ſame ſure way: for 
the 4th Lateran Council, under Pope Innocem, obliges all Se- 
cular Supreme Powers (e) to take an Oath, publickly to ex- 
tirpate all Hereticks ; and if they are negligent, and do 


rot immediately ſet about the Work, they are to be ex- 


communicated and depos'd, and their Subjects abſolv'd 
by the Pope from their Allegiance. ie 

Now from all theſe, with numberleſs other Errors, 
from theſe dreadful Miſeries and unſpeakable Calami- 
ties, which ſo many other Parts of the World have long 
been, and ſtill are ſubjected to, and of which we cannot 


without Horror hear a very ſmall part repeated; 


from all theſe, I ſay, we were deliver'd by the Revolu- 
tion. But what crowns all the bleſſed Conſequences - of 
that glorious Work, is, that we were thereby deliver'd 
from the moſt frightful Apprehenſions of a Popiſh Suc-
